Tells of Costs. 
Byrd said that in the fiscal year 
mded last July 1, the Government 
pent $147,986,385 for traveling ex- 
penses, according to the Office of 
Government Ré€ports. For the 
same fiscal year, Byrd said, the 
Government publicity cost item 
was $27,770,000, “and it has in- 
creased since then.” ¢ 

He said 2895 persons were em- 
ployed full time on publicity and 
31,618 persons part time. He gave 
these as the largest publicity out- 
lays: Office of Governments Re- 
ports, $1,800,000; Office of Facts 
and Figures, $450,000; Information 
Division, Office for Emergency 
Management, $1,500,000, and Co- 
ordinator of Information, $6,600,000. 

Among travel cost totals he men- 


tioned were National Youth Ad- ti 


ministration, $2,446,208; Works 
Projects Administration, $3,287,714; 
Department of Agriculture, $16,- 
595,435, including Farm Security 
Administration, $6,607,083. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment by Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, limiting to $50 the 
amount that might be spent by 
each individual Govvernment 
agency next year in the purchase 
of magazines and periodicais. The 
Office of Government Reports and 
Selective Service would be ex- 
empted from this limitation: Tyd- 
ings estimated these publications 
and similar supplies had been cost- 
ing $40,000 a year. 

Warning by Tydings. 

The Senate cut in funds sup- 
ported action of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. The reductions 
were voted, 53 to 20. Tydings in 
demanding the action said “save 
money now, or you are going to 
rue the day before this interna- 
tional situation is over.” 

As the bill passed the House, it 
contained appropriations totaling 
$2,096,048,875, compared with $3,- 
354,038,224 for the current year and 
budget estimates of $2,109,887,431 
for the approaching fiscal year. 

As it came from the Senate com- 


‘mittee, the total was $2,125,985,890, 


which appeared as an increase 
over the House figure and over 
the budget estimates despite com- 


. mittee reductions. 


This was due to the fact that 
the Senate committee recommend- 
ed a $36,120,112 increase in the ap- 
propriation for the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. which was in effect 
a change in Treasury bookkeeping 
methods rather than an actual in- 
crease in spending power. 

In the past TVA revenues have 
been expended in addition to an- 
nual appropriations, but the com- 
mittee proposed that these rev- 
enues be turned into general funds 
of the Treasury and included as a 


part of the amount appropriated

Gillette is chairman of a Na- 
val Affairs subcommittee that 
recently reported the Sea Otter 
II, a low-silhouette vessel pro- 
pelled by gasoline engines and 
adaptable to assembly-line pro- 
duction, had not been given 
“sympathetic” trials. He said 
he and other members believed 
vessels of this type might be 
converted into corvettes which 
could guard the tankers bring- 
ing oil.to Eastern states. 

The Sea Otter II was built 
originally under President 
Roosevelt’s orders as a cargo 
ship. Secretary of the Navy 
Knox then announced that trials 
of the full-scale model had been 
unsatisfactory. 

Gillette said subcommittee 
members had been assured that 
steps were being taken “under 
competent supervision” to rede- 
sign the Sea Otter.

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
General Motors Corporation was 
cited by the War Production Board 
today for alleged violation of pri- 
ority orders in the use of chrome 
steel and aluminum for prohibited 
automobile “bright work.” 

The  corporation’s Ternstedt 
manufacturing division was ac 
cused of having used 10,259 pounds 
of chrome steel, a hard metal high- 
ly important to armament produc- 


j tion, to make decorative moldings 


between Jan. 7 and March 9 
violation of regulations. WPB 
alleged that Ternstedt used 9239 
pounds of primary aluminum and 
11,492 pounds of secondary alumi- 
num between Jan. 24 and March 13 
to make radiator grills and hard- 
ware. 

A suspension order, effective to- 
morrow, prohibits Genera] Motors 
from manufacturing any replace- 
ment parts for passenger cars, 
trucks, trailers or busses for three 
months, except functional replace- 

ts necessary to keep vehicles 
the road, 

The board announced also it had 
investigated complaints “from va- 
rious sources” that Ternstedt also 
was using large quantities of cop- 
per, nickel and zinc in violation 
of conservation orders. 

The investigation showed, WPB 
said, that the company’s use of 
those metals did not violate any 
orders then in existence. 

General Motors was the third 
major war contractor cited by 
WPB on charges of priority vio- 
lations. Court action was insti- 
tuted last week to enjoin Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel Corporation and the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corpora- 
tion from continuing alleged im- 
proper diversions of steel from 
military * non-essential civilian 
uses, 


CIO -Leader Regrets Order : Will 
Make Thousands Idle. 

DETROIT, May 1 (AP).—Wal- 
ter P. Reuther, director of United 
Automobile Workers (CIO) Gen- 
eral Motors Department, comment- 
ing on the WPB citation for al- 
leged violation of priority orders, 
expressed regret last night that the 
order would necessitate the laying 
off thousands of workers for three 
months. 

Reuther recalled that more than 
six weeks ago he,had charged in a 
letter to Donald *M. Nelson, WPB 
chairman, that General Motors was 
using critical materials at its Tern- 
stedt division plant. 

“It is to be regretted,” Reuther 
said, “that action on the union’s 
complaint has taken so long, he- 
cause in the meantime. the cor- 
poration has had time to run off a 
lot of the parts they'll need. 

“It also ig to be regretted that 
the punishment imposed by the 
WPB will entail the laying off of 
thousands of workers for three 
months. A more just punishment 
would have been to fine the cor- 
poration, rather than to lay off the 
workers who were responsible for 
bringing the situation to the Gov- 
ernment’s attention in the first 
place.” 

A General Motors spokesman 
said the corporation would not 
make a-statement now. He said 
the company had not received of- 
ficial notification from the WPB. 


EASTMAN BACKS BILL TO END 
DISPUTES DELAYING SHIPPING 


Measure Forbids Threats of  Vio- 
lence or eee Complaints 
ted ; 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Joseph B. Eastman, director of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
indorsed today the Hobbs’ bill de- 
signed to outlaw interference with 
interstate Commerce caused by 
threats of violence or coercion. 

Testifying before a House judi 
ciary subcommittee, Eastman said 
he was charged with insuring the 
maximum utilization of transpor- 
tation facilities for the prosecution 
of the war. Even if hindrances 
arising from labor disputes could 
be justified in peacetime, he said, 
“it cannot be in war.” He said 
that the LC.C. had received “lit- 
erally hundreds of complaints” 
about such obstructions and that 
these had been referred to the De- 
partment of Justice.

This was the first Russian claim 
of destruction of a German Capital 
ship. It was made in a resume of 
operations in which the Baltic fleet 
‘was said to have sunk 447 German 


ships, presumably in the course of 
the whole war. 

Other German warships which 
the broadcast said had been de- 
stroyed included a cruiser, 16 de- 
stroyers, 18 submarines and 18 tor- 
pedo boats. Besides these 114 
transports were reported sent to 
the bottom. 

Pilots and anti-aircraft gunners 
of the Baltic fleet were said to 
have downed 721 enemy planes.

HITLER OFFENSIVE 
A MYTH, REDS SAY 


KUIBYSHEV, May 1 (AP).— 
The beginning of May still had 
brought no major clash of the 


Russian and German armies, and 
Red Star, Soviet Army newspaper, 
declared today that Adolf Hitler's 
spring offensive was a myth. 

“No doubt the Germans intended 
and are intending an offensive, but 
the Red Army has. converted its 
plans into a fable,” said Red Star. 

Red Army troops were reported 
to have repulsed several German 
attacks which: were supported by 
armored units, killed 300 men, de- 
stroyed two Nazi tanks and cap- 
tured trophies and prisoners on a 
central] front sector. 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
said “our tank crews are inflicting 
severe losses on the enemy's man- 
power and equipment” and the 
Moscow radio announced a Rus- 
sian tank brigade, previously cred- 
ited with annihilation of 13,000 in- 
vaders, had killed about 1000 more 
in fierce fighting on the Kalinin 
front. 

This brigade was credited also 
with destroying 168 Axis tanks 
and 29 planes, many trucks, ma- 
chine guns, mortars and armored 
cars. 

Red Star revealed for the first 
time that points near Leningrad 
still are in German hands. 

Cities held by the Germans in- 
clude Slutsk, 30 miles southeast of 
Leningrad, near the Moscow-Le- 
ningrad railroad and 160 miles 
west of Tikhvin, where the Rus- 
sians began their winter drive in 
that area; Krasnogvardeisk, 35 
miles south of Leningrad, on the 
road to Tallinn, Estonia; Porkhov, 
Peterhof, once the’ summer home 
of the Czars; Pskov, Luga, Luban, 
Pushkin, Ostrov and Vyritsa.

Spent Money on Debts 
and Gambling. 


A warrant charging Robert 
Charles Yeida, bond teller at Tow- 
er Grove Bank & Trust Co., with 
embezzlement of about $3000 of 
bank funds between June, 1940, 
and last month, was issued today 
by United States Commissioner 
John A. Burke. 

On arraignment before the Com- 
missioner. Yeida pleaded guilty 
and waived. preliminary hearing. 
His bond was fixed at $3000. - 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Herbert H. Freer, on whose com- 
plaint the warrant was issued, told 
reporters Yeida had admitted tak- 
ing the money, first to pay debts 
and then in an attempt to recoup 
the losses by gambling. Yeida, 28 
years old and single, lives at 3655 
Potomac street. He started work- 
ing for the bank as a messenger 
boy when he was 16. 

He was arrested Tuesday night 
by agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation after a regular audit 
by bank officers disclosed a short- 
age in his accounts. His salary 
was $115 a month. 

Freer said Yeida work at a 
window where the bank aétepted 
bonds in exchange for cash, and 
that Yeida’s accounts were falsi- 
fied to show purchase of bonds 
which actually had not been pur- 
chased. Bank executives declined 
to comment. :

Arthur, at his first press confer- 
ence since his appointment report- 
ed signs of increased Japanese ac- 
tivity in the ring of islands north 
of Australia which he said might 
indicate the foe is preparing for an 
attempt to seize Allied outposts or 
cut the supply line from the Usit- 
ed States. 

He explained that Darwin, North- 
érn Australia, and Port Moresby, 
New Guinea, were the areas men- 
aced: 

‘We are building up our forces 
in these areas,” he said, “We are 
now in a much better position than 
we ever have been to meet the 
Japanese. 

“Seizure of. either Darwin or 
Port Moresby would not be ‘sal 
to either side at the moment, but 
it woul’ be strategically important 
to either side to hold these places 
as a jumping-off point.” 

Blamey said Allied strength in 
Australia very soon would be “built 
up to such an extent,that it will 
take a very big expedition to make 
any impression on this continent.” 

Promises Good Fight. 
“Whatever the Japanese plan 
affecting the Australian area may 
be,” he declared, ‘it would involve 
inevitably stretching and straining 
their communications. Our most 
important points are at least 1000 
miles from the enemy's. If a fight 
comes we'll give a good account of 
ourselves,” 

Blamey said Japan’s “immediate 
hope” in the Asiatic theater was to 
complete the encinclement of China 
but added that “it is not yet clear 
whether completion of this objec- 
tive would leave the Japanese free 
to move in other directions.” 

“Our lana forces,” he asserted, 
“are determined to carry the war 
to the enemy’s terfitory as soon 
as possible, but not until we are 
ready and —— of our capac- 
ity to carry it out successfully.” 

American Aid, ~ 
' The support Australia has been 
getting from the United States is 
far more than “token backing,” 
Blamey declared. 

“We are getting a lot of men,” 
he said, ‘and all our forces are 
working together in complete unity 
of spirit from the high command 
to the troops.” 

While he expressed hope that a 
great’. many American officers 
would be given operational com- 
mands in the Allied land forces, 
Blamey said he was not in favor 
of indiscriminate “scrambling” of 
——— and Australian person- 
nel. 

Generally speaking, he explained, 
American troops would work under 
American commanders and battal- 
iong or regimental unfts would be 
kept intact. | 

He said air co-operation already 
was well under way and disclosed 
that part of the Allied troops in 
Australia were..being trained as 
Commando units. 4

‘A Shepherd Stays With His Sheep,’ 
says Doctor Praised by Roosevelt 


Dr, Wassell, Told by Correspondent of Presi- 
dent’s Story of How He Brought Wounded 
From Java, Asserts He Only Did His Duty.

AN AMERICAN NAVAL BASE, 

| May'1. 
IEUT, COM. C. McALMONT 
WASSELL was showing a red- 
caped vAustralian nurse how 
American-type bandage scissors op- 
erate, at 8 o’clock in the fthorning, 
when he learned for the first time 
that.. President Roosevelt had 
chosen him for honor in his 
Wednesday night broadcast. 

Although the President’s address 
was broadcast throughout Aus- 
tralia, the members of the naval 
base mess where Dr. Wassell lives 
were obliged to go to bed because 
of their early morning duties. Dr. 
Wassell’s first informant was this 
correspondent, whose finger had 
been injured in a minor accident. 
The doctor rebandages each morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock. 

“IT don’t know why the President 
should single me out for honor 
any more than I understand why 
the Navy ever gave me the Cross 
in the first place,” said the gray- 
haired veteran doctor in twanging 
Arkansasese. “I simply did a doc- 
tor’s duty as everyone else has 
been doing his.” 


Ceremony Tomorrow. 


Dr. Wassell, who quit his post as 
a missionary for duty as a Navy 
doctor, was wearing the regulation 
Navy khaki drab without the 
Cross, which will be pinned on him 
tomorrow by Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam Reynolds Purnell, United 
States Navy Chief-of-Staff and aid 
to Gen. Douglas MacArthur. The 
doctor recalled how, when board- 
ing an overloaded small Dutch 
steamer at Tiilatjap, he had been 
obliged to argue with the Dutch 
merchant marine captain. The 
captain was at first unwilling to 
accept American wounded on his 
boat, which had cabin space for 
about 18 passengers and 600 al- 
ready aboard, including a party of 
high naval officials who, the day 
before, on Sunday, March 1, had 
put the torch to The Netherlands 
East Indies naval base at Soer- 
abaja. 

“T planned to get Bill Goggins 
aboard somehow even if the rest of 
us had to stay behind in Tiilat- 
jap,” said Dr. Wassell, referring to

fornia, the executive officer of a 
United States warship, who had 
been painfully burned when Jap- 
anese high-level bombers, on Feb.

The little ‘Dutch vessel’s over- 
loading was reduced by half when, 
after a night spent creeping along 
the southern shore of Java in the 
direction of the enemy air base at 
Bali, the ship was attacked by two 
Japanese Navy Zeros,.-which in 
repeated strafing. attacks, riddled 
the upper decks with shellfire and 
machine-gun bullets. 


Two United States destroyers, 
the aircraft tender Langley and 
the oiltanker Pecos, together with 
about 20 merchant ships had been 
destroyed South of Java during the 
previous five days by the Japanese 
fleet, consisting at a minimum of 
three cruisers, four destroyers, one 
aircraft carrier and several sub- 
marines. The Dutch captain al- 
lowed all his passengers, military, 
naval or civilian, to go ashore at 
Patjitan, telling those remaining 
aboard that the chances of reach- 
‘ing Australia were extremely slim. 


Although almost all. personal ef- 
fects, like those of Dr. Wassell, 
were lost in Java, I today resur- 
rected a water-soaked sheet of pa- 
per, given to the Captain listing 
the Americans aboard, in case of 
another attack. Dr. Wassell.today 
said that he had sent home to the 
United States all the wounded, who 
were, besides Com. Goggins, Rob- 
ert E. Whaley and Robert Kraus 
of Houston, and from Com. Gog- 
gin’s warship, William Anderson, 
William A, McCurdy, Melvin R. 
Francis, Joseph R. Leinweber and 
Sun, the Chinese messboy. 


Dr. Wassell hopes_to be able to 
continue working with what is left 
of the American Asiatic Fleet. “I 
am thinking of all those Navy doc- 
tors who remained behind with 
their patients in Manila,” he said. 
“The only thing President Roose- 
velt said about me that I deserved 
was that I am the pastor of a 
flock. A shepherd always stays 
with his sheep. My first boys are 
probably safe at home now but 
there are others here and more 
coming who will need my care.” 
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Henderson cannot stop the infla- 
tion.

The heart of the problem is the 
fact that even after Congress has 
enacted the néw tax bill, and even 
if the Treasury’s bond-selling cam- 
paign goes very well indeed, there 
will be at least 10 billions excess 
purchasing power loose in the 
market during the coming year. 
This is a conservative estimate. 
Probably it under-estimates the 
rapidity with which the war pro- 
duction program, now rolling, will 
actually turn out munitions of war. 
Therefore, it. probably under-es- 
timates the rate at which materials 
and labor will be mobilized away 
from the civilian consumer. And 
very probably it over-estimates the 
capacity of the Treasury to sell 
bonds to genuine investors. 

Now 10 billion dollars of loose 
money is quite enough to blow the 
ceiling off any system of price and 
wage control that Henderson and 
the War Labor Board can devise. 
It is a terrific inflationary force. 
Yet the Treasury, is not even pro- 
posing to try to regulate it. 

For the great increase of ag- 
gregate income during the past 18 
months has gone to wage earners

T this moment, maybe, this is the most important air base 
A: the world. This is.ocean-edge headquarters for the R. A. F. 
erry command, from which big bombers set out on the final 
leg of. their journey from the American production lines to the 


fighting fronts in Britain and Russia. 
Here, we stand at the crossroads of a world at war. 


Here pilots 


who have dined in New York and will breakfast in London take 
time out for a midnight snack. The officers’ messes at: this base 
are the most cosmopolitan places in North America... Here not only 
Polish, Norwegian, Dutch and French, but all of the English lan- 
guages are spoken and understood, including Oxfordian, Harvardian, 
Texan, Cockney, Chicagoese, Brooklynese, Canadian and Newfound- 
land. This goes not only for the messes but for those prototypes of 
tomorrow’s aviation hotels—Eastbound Inn and Male-Goose Inn. 


The:menus are superb, particu- 
larly if. you like. roast beef. The 
poker is fair, table tennis aver- 
age, badminton of the best, and 
aeronautical bull sessions supreme.

EPORTS of a concentration of 
R Japanese warships and troop 

transports among the Marshall 
Islands in the South Central Pa- 
cific give rise to speculation that 
a major thrust against the Ameri- 
can supply line to Australia is 
imminent. 

The island of Jaluit, center of 
the area in- which the Japanese 
apparently are concentrating, is 
but 1500 miles north of New Cale- 
donia, where American troops 
landed recently to join forces with 
the Free French. An equal dis- 
tance to the southeast lies Ameri- 
can Samoa, and 2100 miles to the 
northeast is Hawaii. 

Because of this strategic loca- 
tion the Japs would be able to 
move in any of three main direc- 
tions or they could try a series of 
feints in an effort to test American 
strength and then strike with full 
force wherever conditions appeared 
most favorable. 

First indications of what seems 
to be the latest development ‘of 
Japanese strategy were given in 
‘dispatches. from Australia recently 
saying that the enemy was gather- 
ing ships and men in the mandated 
islands area. These reports were 
linked with the disappearance of 
powerful Japanese naval units 
from the Bay of Beagal, off India, 
about a week ago.

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JUST A CATCHY SLOGAN. 

“No American citizen ought to have a net income, 
after he has paid his taxes, of more than $25,000 
@ year.” 

Among the many general recommendations which 
made up the President's recent anti-inflation pro- 
gram, that specific objective stood out sharply. 

However, it was a recommendation that caught 
the congressional tax experts, not to say Treasury 
officials, flatfooted. Secretary Morgenthau promised 
to show the House Ways and Means Committee how 
it could be done. But when his assistant, Randolph 
Paul, appeared the following day, he had to admit 
that a blueprint wasn’t “ready yet,” and went on to 
advise the committee that it could take a “pretty 
liberal construction” of the proposal, 

Mr. Paul’s inclination to take the message literally 
is easy to understand, If it is taken literally, some 
difficult problems are posed. 

Suppose Congress simply placed a root over in- 
come, making all Americans give to the Treasury 
everything earned in excess of $25,000 a year. Not 
only would the principle of progressive taxation be 
violated, but many wealthy persons would actually 
have their taxes reduced! 

Then the $50,000-a-year-man would pay, at most, 
$25,000—without allowing for deduction of loca] and 
states taxes, as the President seems to favor. That's 
$2145 less than he has to pay under the progressive 
rates in the revenue bill now before the House. 

Indeed, everybody earning less than $65,000 would 
have his taxes reduced, since the new bill brings 
them all under the $25,000 level. Only a handful, 
earning more than $100,000 annually, would really 
feel the ceiling’s effect. Out of more than 7,000,000 
income taxpayers, only about 4000 are in this top 
bracket. | 

Really to get at the overstuffed incomes, the 
President should recommend that husbands and 
wives be made to file joint returns, that tax-exempt 
securities—the “cyclone” cellar” for the rich—be 
abolished and that the lucrative tax-dodging op- 
portunities lurking‘ in the personal trust be elimin- 
ated, be 

These are not only worthwhile and equitable re- 
forms; they would also bring in hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars annually. The President's sugges- 
tion of last Monday might actually cost the Treasury 
money. 

Like “Share the wealth” and “Every man a king,” 
the $25,000 slogan may have great popular appeal, 
But as a practical tax yardstick, it’s not so hot.

THE CASE OF JESSE JONES. 

Few public officials in our history have faced the 
sort of charges now being made against Jessé Jones. 
Yesterday, to cite an instance, Senator Bunker of 
Nevada accused him of “evasion, subterfuge and 
distortion of the facts.” : ’ 

This was in connection with the construction of a 
magnesium plant at Las Vegas, Nev., by Basic 
Magnesium, Inc., under a contract which, the Sena- 
tor has repeatedly declared, will yield this firm a 
profit of 4280 per cent on a $50,000 investment 
within a year’s time. ; 

This charge is more or less in line: with those 
made to support the allegation that the Secretary 
of Commerce is largely responsible for our present 
rubber shortage. Many of these charges, it should 
be recalled, were made after the hearing of testimony 
by the Truman committee. : 

On the basis of them, the layman is certainly 
forced toward the conclusion that even if there is 
nothing worse involved, Jones has been guilty of 
colossal apathy, of inconceivable blindness where 
the grim realities of global, total war are concerned. 

But it should not be necessary to reach these con- 
clusions merely on a basis of charges and accusa- 
tions. Matters such as that of Basic Magnesium, 
Inc., should be verifiable with relative ease if, in- 
deed, evidenge before investigating committees does 
not constitute such verification. 

If these charges can be “nailed down,” then, re- 
gardiess of the motive involved in any given trans- 
action, the country cannot afford to leave Jesse 
Jones even with his now limited powers. We cannot 
wage this war with the viewpoint of a Texas banker 
making loans for real estate developments.

Dangers of Covernment Advertising 


Opposing Federal subsidies for newspapers, the Courier-Journal 


says that the first real threat to free press under Roosevelt adminis 
tration comes in campaign for war advertising; cites courthouse ring 


printing evils as warning; permanence of such a system is feared.

STRONG movement is afoot among 

some of the leading American news- 

paper publishers to persuade the Gov- 
ernment to enter upon an all-out program 
of purchasing newspaper advertising space 
to advance the war effort. 

The proposal was a principal theme of the 
presidential address of the head of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion in New York last week, and it was also 
warmly advocated by the chairman of the 
A. N, P. A.’s Bureau of Advertising. 

The whole thing has one amusing aspect 
in that this is the first scheme seriously 
urged since President Roosevelt entered the 
White House which represents a real and 
tangible threat to the freedom of the press, 
yet the urging comes from newspapers in- 
cluding some of those which have lived, or 
professed to live, from 1988 onward in per- 
petual dread of the New Deal's designg on 
free expression. These papers have raised 
one ridiculous bogy after another and have 
wept and howled endlessly over each one. 

Their publishers realize, of course, that 
there is real dynamite in the plan, This is 
evident from the safeguards which they say 
must, and they believe can, be erected to 
Keep it entirely divorced from politics and 
from the appearance of subsidy. 

But newspaper advertising, as effective as 
it can be, is not yet an exact science. The 
placing of widespread Government advertis- 
ing would inevitably entail questions of 
judgment so delicate that the suspicion of 
pressure of one kind or another on one side 
or the i would be inevitable and dam- 
aging, even if it did not exist. 

And if the plan has nothing of subsidy 


about it, for what reason is it being 
broached? The reason inescapably is chiat | 


the war effort is cutting deeply, and will 
cut more deeply, into normal newspaper ad- 
vertising revenues. 

The publishers who favor the plan are 
patriotic, of course. They will give every- 
thing they can to the war effort regardless 
of whether their program is adopted. Thei? 
mistake is in persuading themselves that 
the relations between a newspaper and its 
Government can be the same as the rela- 
tions between a newspaper and a depart- 
ment store. 

The experience of many a newspaper with 
Many @ courthouse ring in the placing of 
public printing and public advertising re- 
quired by law proves the opposite. 

Human beings in newspaper offices and 
human beings in Government are atill 
human beings, and even granted that the 
exaltation of common effort in wartime 
would prevent abuse, what would follow? 
Both the newspapers and the bureau in 
charge of Government advertiding might 
find reason for going on—Government 
bureaus like to go on, you know. 

‘The necessities of public morale and 
public information in the difficult period of 
reconstruction could provide very plausible 
arguments. Then there’d be all the makings 
of a permanent institution. 

Without self-righteousness and only for 
the sake of what it has believed its own 
health and the health of journalism, the

No longer’ might correspondents 
forecast events, he’ said, «pointing 
out that “tremendously important 
decisions” are constantly being 
made in necessary secrecy which 
may not be known for a long time 
to-come. He told in detail of the 
surveillance exercised at Govern- 
ment departments, mentioned espe- 
cially guarded “hush—hush” rooms 
at the White House, War and Navy 
Departments where war strategy 
is mapped and planned. The White 
House, he added, is the nation’s 
nerve center. 

Shipping Lack Delays Deliveries. 

Childs said mass production of 
planes had begun and tanks were 
“rolling off the line” although 
many are piling up on docks await- 
ing shipping facilities, Donald Nel- 
son, head of the War Production 
Board, he said, literally had not a 
leisure moment. 

Some Washington officials, 
Childs said, already planned how to 
cope with post-war problems, and 
were hopeful. that -‘we need not 
go through chaos.” One present 
problem, which might exist in the 
future, he said, was the reconcilia- 
tion of the military and civilian 
viewpoint.

ent the highest degree in- 
flationary because about half of all 
consumption- goods that are 
bought in this country are 
bought by the great mass of peo- 
ple who have small incomes. Be- 
cause they have small incomes, 
they tend to spend extra income 
as soon as it is earned, They are 
not reached by the income tax, and 
they do not ordinarily save to in- 
vest.. They have bought less than 
10 per cent of all savings bonds.

HEREFORE, the Treasury pol- 

icy cannot possibly cure the 
existing inflation or prevent an 
even greater inflation. Until there 
is a tax bill which reaches the 
lower incomes, which have recently 
been in the aggregate greatly in- 
creased, and until there is a com- 
pulsory savings plan, the Admin- 
istration ought not to pretend that 
it is dealing with inflation. Neces- 
sary and desirable as it is to tax 
the rich and the moderately well- 
to-do, the cold fact is that their 
taxes cannot and will not in them- 
selves deal with the inflation. Nor 
can selling bonds these people 
deal with inflatio If the banks 
buy the bonds, all|that does is to 
make the inflation) greater, and if 
investors buy bonds out of their 
normal savings, little is accom- 
plished because what is saved and 
not spent is not inflationary any- 
way. 

This is the specific and critical 
weakness of the program as it 
now stands. The! weakness can 
be overcome as soon as the Presi- 
dent decides to make the Treas- 
ury’s tax and savings policy con- 
form to the recommendations of 
his other economic advisers. For 
it is no secret that Vice-President 
Wallace, Eccles of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, Henderson, and the 
director of the budget, Harold D. 
Smith, are agreed that the Treas- 
ury policy is wholly inadequate. 
The bottleneck is between the 
White House and the Treasury. It 
will have to be broken if we are 
to deal with inflation. 

The rest of the program as it 
affects manufacturers, farm prod- 
ucts, and wages can be made .man- 
ageable only when the inflationary 
pressure of excess purchasing 
power is drained off by taxes or 
dammed up by savings that can- 
not be spent during the war pe- 
riod. Even then the problems will 
be formidable. But they are not 
insoluble, and on the whole it seems 
to me that the President’s ap- 
proach to them is wiser than many 
of his critics are willing to admit. 

This is especially true of his 
leadership in the: field of labor, 
where he has clung stubbornly, 
and, as the event shows, success- 
fully to the idea of the largest 
possible amount of voluntary 
agreement. It is all very well for 
Congressmen or newspaper writers 
to say: Let us pass laws forbid- 
ding strikes, laws freezing indus- 
trial relations, :aws freezing wages. 
They do not have to administer 
those laws. The President would 
have to administer them. And if 
he can outlaw strikes, if he can 
preserve order in industrial rela- 
tions, if he can stabilize the wage 
structure, if he can do all these 
things with the active assistance 
of labor leaders and labor unions, 
the ultimate effect will be infinite- 


these matters, let us be careful, 
let us be very careful indeed, not 
to impair the will to work by get- 
ting into a position where it even 
looks as if we were using the 


unions and to destroy collective 
bargaining. 

If we make that terrible mistake, 
we shall destroy the influence of 
the patriotic leaders of labor, and 
their power to arouse enthusiasm 
and to instill discipline. We shall 
create the most serious of all labor 
problems, that which exists when 
men feel oppressed, and are sullen, 
and work listlessly, and are ready 
to listen to-irresponsible agitators 
and adventurers, In these matters, 
details aside, the President is wisér, 
and more sure-footed than his 
critics, at least as anxious as they 
to win the war, and as well aware 
of what it will take to win the war.

A more temperate and a more 
understanding approach to. the 
farmers, would also serve us well 
at this time. I do not think it does 
any good for those ‘ef us who live 
in cities to talk about the farm bloc 
as if we were more patriotic and 
unselfish than the farm bloc. The 
sons of:the farmers are on all the 
fighting fronts, perhaps a larger 
proportion of them than from any 
other group of our people. 

No good end is served by talking 
about the complex question of 
parity prices in a tone of righteous 
indignation. The question is a 
practical problem in economics, 
and in its current phase it is at 
bottom a question of how to 
achieve the production of the neces- 
sary crops in the right amounts. 
Almost certainly the _ recently 
adopted 110 per cent of parity 
formula is wrong, and the Presi- 
dent is asking Congress to revise 
it. But it will be revised more 
easily if we recognize that this is 
an economic and not a moral ques- 
tion, that our objective is farm 
production which fits the peculiar 
needs of this war, and that if we 
fix a lower ceiling on farm prices, 
we may in order to get the right 
kind of production have to sup- 
port the ceiling by paying sub- 
sidies. My impression is that Sec- 
retary Wickard and Henderson un- 
derstand the problem better than 
most of us, and that the general 
public will do best to give them its 


confidence.

They Turn Clay Into Objects of Art 


Seale Evans and His Son, Ferrell, Make: Fine Pottery Pieces to Gladden Hearts of Collectors

DEXTER, Mo., April 30. 


HEN Tom Simmerman came 

trekking over the Big Road 

from Georgia by ox-team, 
back before the Civil War, and 
settled on Crowley’s Ridge, he 
brought with him the potter's 
skill that he had inherited from 
his father, who had brought it 
from the old country. It has been 
handed down from generation to 
generation and is still practiced 
in the log house that Simmerman 
built by the side of the road. The 
Big Road is a paved highway now, 
but the plant and the processes 
practiced there are as primitive as 
they were when Crowley’s Ridge 


was a wilderness just beginning to | 


come under the taming of the pio- 
neers. . 

The skill that Simmerman 
brought with him was at first put 


to practical use in supplying the » 


needs of the settlers who came 
with him and grouped themselves 
into a colony for their protection 
and the promotion of their wel- 
fare. Their needs included stone- 
ware jugs and churns such as Sim- 
merman could make. After a while, 
when Bud Hill began operating a 
small distillery, he needed the little 
brown jugs and larger containers 
which, but for Simmerman’s en- 
terprise, he would have had great 
difficulty in obtaining. So Bud 
Hill became Simmerman’s best cus- 
tomer and the old jug-maker didn’t 
have to run after Hill because his 
need of jugs was great and he was 
always asking for more. 

There were tales the Indians 
told about clay that could be found 
not many miles away which they 
had shaped into crude utensils and 
hardened in the sun. Simmerman 
found it and distovered that it was 
all that the Indians had claimed 
for it, and more. Te knew how to 
fashion it into the utensils and 
objects of ornament that the pio- 
neer housewives liked and kiln-dry 
them to make them last. So he 
shifted from stoneware to clayware 
and by reason of that shift he was 
not left high and dry when glass 
jugs and churns came in.

E was Potter Tom to his 
H neighbors and continued to 

make for them the clay prod- 
ucts that “they needed. A 
neighbor’s son, Hugh Evans, 
worked for him and learned the 
potter’s skill, courting the potter’s 
daughter, Lucy, the while. They 
were married in due time and to 
Hugh Evans, when Tom Simmer- 
man’s days were ended, passed the 
heritage of skill that he left, along 
with the log house that had served 
him as home and factory. 

Hugh Evans in his turn passed 
the legacy on to his son, Arthur, 
and Arthur has taught his son, 
Ferrell, to mold the potter’s clay 
into objects of art as well as util- 
ity, with refinements to serve the 
changing fashions, but in a plant 
unchanged since Simmerman built 
it 100 years ago. 

It is only since 1923, when the 
paved road was finished, replac- 
ing the dirt road that long ago 
displaced the Indian trail, that 
modern art pottery began coming 
from the primitive plant. The peo- 
ple who came by in automobiles, 
stopping at the wayside, asked for 
small pieces which had not, up to 
then, been produced, 

It was the call to Arthur Evans 
to get into step with progress. He 
was able to answer the call. He 
has the clay and the skill. He can 
and does give the people what they 
want, but he is true to the heritage 
that had come to him from his 
father and his grandfather. His

products‘ are pottery, not painted 
clay. The patterns and tints are 
only such as came from the blend- 
ing on the potter’s wheel of the 
shades of the natural clay. He is 
determined about that. 

One concession only will he 
make. He will glaze the pieces for 
those who like glaze. For his own 
part, he will have none of the 
glaze. He was glad to discover, 
that most of the people who came 
along shared his preference for the 
natural product. With those who 
want glazed ware, he does business 
on a business plane, but those who 
come asking for the unspoiled 
product of his skill are his kindred 
spirits, sharers in the riches of the 
genuine article. 


His is the spirit of the master 
craftsman, heir of his father and 
grandfather. He is the artist who 
paints without pigments, catching 
and blending the natural shades 
of the colorful clays that are found 
only in Southeast Missouri and in 
the foothills of the Ozarks, 

As it is not possible to control 
the color designs of the various 
pieces except by the degree of the 
heat applied, no attempt is made, 
the pottery coming from the wheel 
in beautiful blends of reds, blues, 
browns and creams, each differ- 
ent, distinctive and individual in 
itself, no two alike. 

It is Arthur Evans’ pride that 
until now only the hands of the 
Evans’, descendants of Tom Sim- 


Picking the Derby Winner

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 30.— 

HAVE my Derby winner picked, 
| and I have him exclusively, if 

you follow me. As far as I 
know, there isn’t another person 
in the country who has chosen 
this same horse. Certainly there 
isn’t another soul in Louisville who 
has so much as given him a 
chance to even finish before the 
rosebuds on the winner’s blanket 
have wilted. 

One prominent horseman said 
he could prove by blood lines that 
my horse could not even ride a 
mile*and a quarter in a truck, 
much less get out there on the 
track on his own four legs and 
run a mile and a quarter. An- 
other volunteered the information 
that the price on my choice would 
drop 20 points if it were an- 
nounced that the stable had de- 
cided to make a drastic switch 
and enter the jockey and let the 
horse ride, 

“You might have a _ chance, 
then,” he said. “But as it is, your 
horse will be eligible for the third 
draft before he finishes.” 

So it went. Everyone had a 
crue] jibe, a bitter jest. Word of 
my choice spread quickly. News- 
boys stopped peddling their wares 
to taunt me. A sightseeing bus 
pulled up short to allow the guide 
to point me out as the man who 
had picked a horse whose jockey 
will be allowed to carry distress 
flares for use in the backstretch. 
Old Kentucky ladies shook their 
parasols at me, and disgusted bar- 
tenders asked me whether I want- 
ed mint in my Mickey Finn. 

But for my own good breeding, 
but for a family line that can be 
traced back as far as the Hoover 
administration without a great 
deal of trouble, I surely would 
have lost my temper. I happen to 


know something about the horse I 
have picked to win the Derby. For 
one thing, he has rheumatism. 
Plain, old rheumatism, which gives 
him the miseries in the legs and 
shoulders, ,I considered this to be 
greatly in his favor. If he is good 
enough to be entered in the Derby 


ewith rheumatism, he must be a 


great horse. No owner is going to 
throw away money to enter in the 
Derby a bad horse that has rheu- 
matism, 

My horse has rheumatism so 
bad that he: has to be walked 30 
minutes before he can run. Before 
every workout, before every race, 
grooms lead him gently around for 
half an hour to enable him to get 
the kinks out of his legs. In the 
morning, when all the other Derby 
horses tumble out of bed and make 
straight for the track for a brisk 
run, he eases himself about, sort 
of grunting and groaning, and 
staggers around until he gets the 
knots untied. 

He was so creaky here a few 
days ago that the track vet in- 


— 


sisted upon seeing him. Fortu- 
nately, the vet waited for him clear 
across .the-track from the barns. 
By the time the horse had walked 
from the barns to that point, he 
was oiled up and showed no signs 
of rheumatism. The vet okayed 
him as a sound and solid critter. 

Once my horse gets warmed up, 
and is able to throw away his 
crutches, so to speak, he is a 
whang-dinger. Earlier this year he 
won the Arkansas Derby, a mile 
and a eighth jaunt,.in track rec- 
ord time and in his last six races 
he was the first one to tip his hat 
to the judges. 

My horse is owned and trained 
by one, T. D. “Pinkey” Grimes, a 
rancher who operates out of 
Kremmlin, Colo. You never would 
have any trouble distinguishing 
“Pinkey” Grimes from the other 
owners. He doesn’t look like a 
Wright, a Vanderbilt, a Whitney 
or a Woodward. As a matter of 
fact, he looks like no other owner 
you ever saw. He wears a buck- 
skin shirt complete with tassels, 
and to meet him is to feel that 
Daniel Boone has returned from a 
scouting trip through the Ken- 
tucky hills in time to see his colt 
take a flyer with the best in the 
country. 


Oh, yes, the name of my Derby 
winner? With Regards. That's it 
—With Regards. Cost Grimes a 
cool $800 as a yearling. 

The only horse that might beat 
With Regards is Devil Diver, 
a handsome critter that belongs to 
Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree 
Stable. Quite a sport, racing. What 
with “Pinkey” Grimes and his 
buckskin shirt and his $800 horse 
out there shooting against Mrs. 
Whitney and her horses, all of 
whom could have caviar on their 
oats if they asked for it,

from the mine, six miles away, 50 
tons of it, and stored, to be drawn 
upon as needed. In the processing, 
the clay, mixed. with water, is 
agitated in the barrel plunger un- 
til it is the consistency of cream. 
Then it is run through a 100-mesh 
cloth and the water is removed by 
boiling. The colors are separated 
and run through the “pug mill” 
to grind out the lumps. 


Colors are wedged together on 
the wedging bench and the lumps 
of clay weighed to the desired 
sizes, which are then turned on 
the potter’s wheel. Formed on the 
wheel by the skill of the operator 
and partially dried in the process 
to a resemblance of leather, they 
are given the finishing touches, 
as wood is finished under the 
lathe, and sealed in the kiln until 
all impurities have been removed. 
Out of the fiery furnace comes the 
completed work. 


Arthur Evans examines. the 
pieces, one by one. Then they 
are shipped to far places to glad- 
den the hearts of collectors who 
know that no two pieces are alike 
and never will be alike as long 
as the Evans potters are true to 
their tradition.

Startling Bid 
By an Expert — 
Bridge Player 


By Ely Culbertson 


ANY of the bids made by ex- 
pert partnerships startle and 
even horrify the casual spec- 
tator. Yet, the fact remains that 
these bids may have been com- 
pletely logical under the circum- 
stances. Note the strange, but ex- 
cellent, bid made by the South 


player in the following hand: 


East, dealer. 
Match point duplicate. 
North-South vulnerable. 


East 
1 spade 


South West 
Pass 2 spades 
Pass 4 hearts (final bid) 

South, being vulnerable, had 
nothing like the values for an im- 
mediate overcall, nor for a take-out 
double. But when West raised to 
two spades and North made a take- 
out double over two bidders, 
South’s hand took on quite a dif- 
ferent complexion. Generally 
speaking, the double of one major 
suit strongly invites partner to 
mention the other major, and this 
particular North-South partnership 
makes a habit of stressing that 
understanding. Thus, when East 
passed to the double, South was 
sufficiently sure that North was 
well prepared for hearts to make 
a jump response on a miserable 
four-card suit. 

The four-heart bid actually made 
will seem startling and, perhaps, 
ridiculous.to thousands of players, 
but analysis will, I think, throw a 
different light on the proposition. 
It must be remembered that if 
South had responded with only 
three hearts, North would have 
been unable to figure him for any 
strength whatever. Such a bid, 
being forced, might represent a 
very bad hand, and North would 
require tremendous values, includ- 
ing very strong hearts, to go to 
game. Since South actually did 
hold two honor tricks, as well as 
good intermediates in diamonds, he 
was not disposed to let the weak- 
ness of his heart suit be the decid- 
ing factor in his choice of bids. 
He realized that a three-heart bid 
by him at this point would place 
an intolerable burden on his part- 
ner, who would not be able to read 
whether such a bid represented no 
strength, fair strength or consider- 
able strength. 

I must point out that if South 
had chosen to bid three hearts 
instead of four, North would have 
been truly “on the spot.” He would 
not have had anything like the 
values for a game bid. Indeed, his 
take-out double, over two adverse 
bids, was a distinct stretch. Thus, 
if South had adopted the “ortho- 
dox” course, North-South never 
would have reached the game that 
was a complete laydown. 

East could have saved some 
match points by sacrificing at four 
spades, but evidently felt that he 
had done his full duty by opening 
the bidding. By proper manage- 
ment, South had no difficulty in 
making an extra trick, for an ab- 
solute top on the board.
